Bacteria and Medicine 

By DR. HUGhT. CUMMING 

Bacteria grow in watery sub¬ 
stances or on moist surfaces. Some 
live chiefly In the tissues of human 
beings, others in the lower animals, 
still others grow only in plants, but 
the greater number live In dead or¬ 
ganic matter. 

They multtfpiy with great rapidity 
merely by dividing. A particular cell 
after growing to a certain size, 
simply divides into two like cells, 
which rapidly grow to full size and 
likewise divide. 

MANY BENEFICIAL 

There are a great many kinds of 
bacteria, many of which are bene¬ 
ficial to mankind, such as those 
which make bread light (yeast), 
thoss that cause milk to sour and 
those causing decay of organic ma¬ 
terial. While most bacteria are harm¬ 
less. there are some that cause 
disease. 

Ths bacterium causing anthrax 
was ths first disease-producing germ 
to be grown in a "pure culture." that 
la the artificial propagation of one 
particular variety of bacterium in 
some suitable medium, the most com¬ 
mon media used being broths, bouil¬ 
lons, gelatin, blood-serum, agar, etc. 

It waa not many years after Koch 
had grown a pure culture of the 
bacillus that causes anthrax that 
Pasteur dramatically demonstrated 
the prophylactic value of the Injec¬ 
tion of a weakened or "attenuated" 
virus, or culture which he produced 
by keeping hie cultures for a con¬ 
siderable time before replanting them 
upon fresh nutrient media. 
IMMUNOLOGY 

Although innoculation with small¬ 
pox In ancient times, probably 2,000 
or more years ago, and vaccination 
with cow pox. Introduced by Jenner 
in 179$, were examples of the earliest 
practical use of specific methods of 
producing Immunity, immunology as 
a science la of comparatively recent 
origin, dating back scarcely thirty - 
five or forty years ago. 

Pasteur, Influenced by Jenner's 
demonstration that vaccination will 
protect against smallpox, further de¬ 
veloped that principle, upon which 
he based his work In Immunity, that 
resulted in hla demonstration of pro¬ 
tection against anthrax and rabiex.

rPHIS IS AN AGE OF CONVENTIONS 

* and conferences, but is fir as Canada is con¬ 
cerned there is no annual gathering which more inti¬ 
mately and vitally concerns tha welfare of our people 
than that of the Canadian Medical Association. The 
Convention which is being, held here this week is im¬ 
portant because of a number of factors, any one of 
which entities it to special distinction. In the first 
place it is a clearing house of the latest available in¬ 
formation concerning the progress of medical science, 
a medium for the exchange of views among its mem¬ 
bers by personal contact and intercourse on subjects 
which directly affect every hearth and home in the, 
country. 

The average reader may not understand what 
is implied by many of the formidable technical terms 
which appear on the programme of the convention, 
and may not be able to grasp the significance of the 
discussions, but at the basis of it all is bis own interest. 
Imposing though a convention of so important a body 
as the Canadian Medical Association may be, all of 
it revolve* around the human factor in society, and 
often that factor is the humblest and most incon¬ 
spicuous person in the community. 

'Medical organizations in themselves are neces¬ 
sarily conservative, but in their activities they are 
widely democratic, since the nature of their profesaion 
requires them to close their eyes to class distinctions, 
to penetrate the artificial trappings of humanity and 
deal only with the human equation) which in an 
elementary sense is the same in both rich and poor, 
in the lofty andlhe obscure. Hence the deliberations 
of the Association are not something belonging to a 
world of its own. but are a very concrete part of the 
avery-day, humdrum world in which all of us live. 

The convention is also something of a university, 
in the sense that it broadens the knowledge of all of 
its members. No matter how experienced, brilliant 
and distinguished many of those who take part may 
be, there always is something of this vast and ancient 
science to bn learned by everybody. Every con¬ 
tribution to the programme will be made with that 
purpose in mind, and every discussion should be peo- 
ductfve of something of value to every delegate, and 
therefore in the final and most important anulysia to 
the public as a whole. Our morning contemporary 
commends the Association for its growing tendency 
to keep the public informed by discreet publicity of 
the progress of medical science, and the most effec¬ 
tive means of preserving the public health. With this 
we are in full accord. The B.C. Association has 
been carrying out this policy for several years by 
means of daily articles on health topics in the press of 
this city and other cities of the Province which heve 
made a very favorable impression. 

Incidentally, this policy should stimulate a greater 
interest in health matters, which eventually should 
have a beneficial influence on Government policy. The 
fact that we still appropriate more funds for the health 
of our livestock than we do for the health of our 
people suggests that there is wide room for improve¬ 
ment m this vital particular. 

Finally, the convention b noteworthy because of 
the eminence of many of those who are attending it. 
The personnel includes men whom the whole world 
has delighted to honor, and Canadians are justly 
proud of the fact that in the forefront of that dis¬ 
tinguished roster are men of their own country, such 
men as Dr. Banting. Dr. Best, Dr. McLeod and Dr. 
Collip. Leaders of the profession of other countries 
also will lend their valued assistance in making the 
convention a success. 

Victoria extends to the visitors a whole-hearted 
welcome, and hopes that their stay here will be un¬ 
qualifiedly pleasant and profitable. 


H0HENZ0LLERN8 TO OXT ' 
COMPENSATION 

Y ESTERDAY’S PLEBISCITE IN GER- 

many has determined that there will be no con¬ 
fiscation of the Hohenzollem property without com¬ 
pensation. Twenty million affirmative votes were re¬ 
quired to give the republic the right to expropriate it 
and tuns it over to the state without regard to the 
claims of the former rulers of the country. The total 
was 14,869,703. or more than five millions short of 
the required number. 

The decision of the electorate by no means guar¬ 
antees the Hohenzollems the 3,000,000,000 marks 
which they are claiming. The appeal was taken 
largely in order that the people’s opinion of the prin¬ 
ciple involved might be obtained. President Hindcn- 
burg made it clear some time ago that he was op¬ 
posed to the submission of the plebiscite at all, and it 
is doubtful if he would have signed the expropriation 
decree if yesterday’s vote had succeeded. At the 
tame time, in spite of the fact that the claimants 
have won the first round of their battle for compen¬ 
sation, whan nearly 15,000,000 out of aa electorate 
of just a little lest than 40,000,000 declare their 
abjection to laying out any more aeixg than it neces¬ 


sary. it can scarcely be called a victory for the 
friends of the monarchy. Millions, moreover, refused 
to vote on party instruction. 

It' will now be interesting to tee what tort of a 
political crisis the question of the amount to be paid 
in compensation will bring about. The Socialists 
will leave nothing to chance. They have already re¬ 
minded the masses that they owe nothing to the 
Hohenzollems and they are making much play on the 
fact that compensation will mean still more taxation. 
It is a good argument under the unique circumstances. 

REDUCING THE P.O.B. DEFICIT 

W HEN HE SAYS THAT THE DEFICIT 
of the Pacific Great Eastern Railway system 
will show a reduction of not less than $50,000 after 
the books have been closed at the end of this month. 
Dr. Sutherland gives the people of this Province 
good news. 

The new directorate which will henceforward 
control the administration of the road should find con¬ 
siderable satisfaction in this improving slate of af¬ 
fairs. It will give thejn a flying start and no doubt 
ba the forerunner of similar reductions in the size of 
the annual operating low. 

It follow* that the system under its new govern¬ 
ing body will have a much better chance of getting 
new business than it ever could have had as long as 
its administration was in the hands of ministers ob¬ 
viously unable to attend to its many problems with 
the thoroughness which they demanded. 

THE JAY-WALXINO BY-LAW 

V ANCOUVER’S JAY-WALKING BY- 

law seems to have aroused a good deal of con¬ 
troversy between those who regard it as a piece of 
timely legislation and thooe who declare it a class 
regulation that is impossible to enforce. 

The motorist advances the argument that the 
pedestrian is a menace and a nuisance when he uses 
his own judgment and contends that his movements 
on streets where there is a considerable amount of 
vehicular traffic should be rigidly controlled. The 
pedestrian replies that he has just as much right to 
do as he chooses on a public thoroughfare, providing 
he exercises ordinary care, as the driver of an auto¬ 
mobile. 

Between these two views it should be possible 
to discover a'short cut to mutual assistance and pro¬ 
tection. Some of the dangers of street crossing would 
disappear if both sides of busy thoroughfares were 
not used for the parking of cars. If this practice 
were to be abolished the pedestrian and motorist alike 
would have a clearer view of the traffic and both 
would be in a better position to know what to do 
between intersecting streets. 

After all. the people who do not own automo¬ 
biles are in the majority, and because their means of 
getting about the streets is much slower, it does not 
destroy their right to expect a reasonable attitude from 
those who move quicker in a motor car. When 
Victoria or Vancouver reach the size of Seattle or 
San Francisco it may be necessary to frame more 
stringent civic regulations.

Whether or not the present alliance bstwean tha 
two dominant war lords—Wu Pal - fu and Chang Tso- 
lln—continues, and results tn a permanent settlement 
of tha country under a strong and capable govern¬ 
ment. It la apparently serving a good purpoee for tha 
time being. Both of these Tuehune era Intensely 
hostile to Bolshevism, both of them having suffered 
from Russian operations and Soviet propaganda, and 
they ora alike resolved to crush It In tba North and 
In tha South. Wu Pel-fu already has a strong force 
on tha march toward Canton, where tha Internal dis¬ 
pute between tha Reds, now bereft of much of thetr 
Influence and power, and tha moderate .laments of 
tha community should make hla progress and suc¬ 
cess comparatively easy. The Manchurian com¬ 
mander la also known to he bitterly antagonistic to 
Communist plots and Influence, and It la manifestly 
by an agreement with him that Wu Pel-fu has de¬ 
tached such a considerable number of hla regiment, 
for the Southern operations. If. aa tba result of any 
such understanding. Bolehevtem la measurably sup¬ 
pressed, that, at any rate, will remain to the good. 

It Is to be feared, however, that between two aucb 
man aa these Chinese war lorda there can be no per¬ 
manent agreement Their desire la not for tha good 
of their country.

Russian Industry 
Undergoes Change 

New York, June 21.—Soviet Rus¬ 
sia la "working hard to reconstruct 
and develop Industry, agriculture and 
commerce along largely capitalistic 
lines," says a report of the Foreign 
Policy Association. 

"The Soviet authorities have fre¬ 
quently been obliged to scrap their 
Communist theories when the latter 
clashed too harshly with economic 
realities and have made big conces¬ 
sions to capitalistic standards," de¬ 
clares James G. McDonald, chairman. 
"Some of the more orthodox follow¬ 
ers of Marx have occasionally pro¬ 
tested violently against these conces¬ 
sions. but in vain." 

The growth and security of Rus¬ 
sia’s foreign trade depends on the 
rapidity of her economic recovery. 
Mr. McDonald adds, which In turn 
depends largely on the extent to which 
long term credits are made available. 

"Before granting these, capitalism 
still demands further concessions." 

Ths tendency toward doing business 
on a capitalist basis "grows stronger 
day to day," he continues. 

"Despite attempt# by state com¬ 
petition to break the back of private 
capitalism In 1926s private enterprise 
again is enjoying a relatively free 
band. Nearly fifty.per oent. of the 
retail trade in Rural 4 to-day Is in the 
bands of private traders. Russian 
foreign trade, however, te still a gov-

Rome, June II.—The life of the 
former Dowager Queen Olga of 
Greece, who died at her home Sat¬ 
urday. was embittered of late years 
by the numerous tragedle* that had 
struck down her royal family. 

To the last the artstocartic queen, 
whine stately figure and beautiful 
silver-white hair, were noted, main¬ 
tained a home In which all the past 
glories of her Ufe were kent alive by 
furniture, pictures and statues saved 
from her palace in Athens. Tragic 
resignation to the fate thAt had be¬ 
fallen her family Induced the queen 
to live In strictest privacy, inter¬ 
rupted only occasionally by visits of 
Prince Andrew. funner Queen 
Sophia and others Dither Immediate 
family. 

Widowed when King George I 
mas assassinated at Salonlkl In 
March, 1913. she lived to see her 
grandson. King Alexander die from 
the effects of a money bite In 1920. 
to see the late King Constantine 
abdicate In 1922 and to see the 
Greek republic established in 1924. 
She, herself, ruled ms regent between 
the time of the death of King Alex¬ 
ander and the establishment of King 
Constantine on the throne. 

Her Illness, enteritis, struck her 
down only a few days ago. At first 
It waa thought that her condition 
wa* not serious, but her age told 
against her. and It was necessary to 
summon her family to the modest 
villa where she had found refuge for 
some time. Prince Christopher. 
Princess Irene and Princes* MM 
arrived Friday night from Florence 
and remained at the bedside until 
her death early Saturday morning. 

Scores of exiled Russian and 
Greek nobles hastened to her home 
to pay their respects, and there waa 
general mourning In aristocratic 
circles. 0 

The queen spent her last days 
reading or occasionally receivlngold 
friends to whom she bitterly 
lamented the dispersal of her family 
throughout Europe through the Up¬ 
heaval that swept Greece after the 
World War. The Queen of Italy and 
Princess Mafalda often visited her. 
The only time* that she left her 
villa were to attend the orthodox 
Russian Church, occasionally to 
visit old friends or to take short 
automobile trips. 

Only recently it was learned that 
she spent many hour* dally at the 
bedside of an Invalid servant to 
whom she would croon old peasant 
songs which she had learned during 
her childhood In Russia. She was 
born a grand duchess of Russia In 
1151, and was married to Prince 
George of 81. Petersburg, now Len¬ 
ingrad, In 1847.

London* June 21.—hitere*t in the great week of aport in Eng¬ 
land, which has the British open golf championship as its prim* 
feature, centred to-day at Wimbledon, where the jubilee lawn 
tennis tournament began with the event honored by the official 
presence of King George and Queen Mary. 

Fifty years ago the first lawn tennia championship of Kngland 
waa decided at Wimbledon and the semi-centennial ia to be made 
a gala occasion, with the presentation of medals by the King to 
the champions of past years in a ceremony on the centre court 
before play begins for this year’s championship honors. 

The British press call* it a “royal Wimbledon,” for not only 
will the sovereigns participate in the opening ceremonies and at¬ 
tend the early matches, hut the Duke of York is entered in tha 
doubles, partnered with Wing Commander Louis Grieg. 

TKe outstanding figure at Wimbledon this year is, of course, 
the famous Suzanne Lenglen. 

The opening matches were preceded by a colorful ceremony at 
which the King and Queen presented medals to the champions of 
past years. The King shook hands with each player and tho 
Queen presented the medals. 

The ceremonies opened with a parade of the competitors. Tha 
scene was most picturesque, the stands being filjed with represen¬ 
tatives of the world of fashion and many of the women carrying 
bright-hued parasols as a protection from the sun. 

There were nearly forty ex-champions all told, of whom nine 
were women. The oldest man was the veteran J. T. E. Hartley, 
aged seventy-five, who won the championship in 1879.
